when he entered the auction box at 
the Denver National Western Stock Show 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle sale in Lamont Pa- 
vilion, at ten o’clock Wednesday morning, 
January 17th, 1945, when a total of sixty- 
three lots passed the auction stand at an 
average of $332.62 per head. The sale was 
conducted under the auspices of the Western 
Aberdeen- Angus Breeders’ Association, 
with President E. W. Serrell, acting as sale 
manager. The weather had been ideal, a 
fact that brought out thousands of visitors 
who otherwise could not have been present 
to enjoy the largest and best showing of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever made at this 
exposition. 


Searcely anyone left the pavilion while 
the sale was in progress, indicating more 
than usual interest in the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. Buyers were scattered throughout 
the audience, some bids coming from away 
up on the-top seats. Mr. E. E. Brown, of 
Hardin, Colorado, took a goodly share of 
the bulls on offer, including the top bull 
which was Blackeap Eric S. M. 794268, a 
good headed, good bodied two year old sold 
by James M. Knowles, of Doyleville, Colo- 
rado. The price was $750.00, and he was a 
cheap bull at that figure. Mr. Brown also 
took the champion pen of five bulls offered 
by Woodlawn Farms, of Creston, Illinois. 
Walter C. Ferguson & Sons, of Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, who have been selecting tops at 
the Denver show in former years returned 
to sell the second top bull at $700.00, this 
too was a well balanced, well made senior 
yearling presented in excellent fit by this 
new firm of registered breeders. This was 
Hecla’s Blackcapper 2d 761118, a son of 
Carnation Flash, a line’ bred Earl Marshall 
bull whose sire was Revemere of Wheatland 
12th, by Revolution 41st. The Fergusons 
also purchased the top selling pen of five 
bulls in the afternoon sale at the yards 
pavilion paying $850.00 a round for them. 
These bulls were offered by J. E. Barbey, 
Angustorra Ranch, at Steamboat Springs, 
Colorado.

at the bargain price of $510.00. She is a 
daughter of Mr. Cole’s great breeding bull 
Eileenmere 410th who is a son of the In- 
ternational grand champion LEileenmere 
85th. Her dam is by Burgess Marshall 3d, 
a grandson of old Earl Marshall, and the 
second dam a granddaughter of Imp. Edie 
2d of Morlich, a great breeding cow in the 
Woodcote herd in Michigan. Her second 
was found in Blueblood Ladv 9th of Ida, a 
daughter of Ebony’s Juana Revolution, that 
was presented by Dwight Gardner, of Ida 
Grove, Iowa, and became the property of E. 
E. Brown, of Hardin, Colorado, at $475.00, 
surely another bargain. 

While the writer did not have the privi- 
lege of attending the National Western at 
Denver last year and for that reason is un- 
able to make a comparison with the 1944 
sale offering, we can remember back to the 
1943 sale. The 1945 offering of pens in 
the yards brought forward a set of bulls 
far ahead of the 1943 offering in type, qual- 
ity, breeding and fit. Some of the bulls in 
both the singles on the hill and the pens 
in the yards could have carried more fit 
and the owners would have received a good 
price for the extra effort. While many of 
the bulls carrying less flesh were just as 
well bred and just as good individually they 
were punished by the bidders who prefer to 
see them in good fleshy condition. 

Constructive criticism is always good and 
that is the spirit in which these remarks 
are being offered. Circulating widely among 
the buyers we heard all too often a remark 
that ran something like this: “I would go 
a long ways on that group but I just can’t 
use that one bull”, meaning of course that 
the offerings were not all of the same qual- 
ity throughout. It might be easier to get 
three good even bulls together, and I am 
sure this is a matter that will be taken care 
of in future sales. The buyers here as well 
as at other sales want good cattle and they 
are willing to pay a good price for the cat- 
tle that meet their requirements.

The San Joaquin Valley 4. sicreon-hugus Pereds, 


the San Joaquin Valley, broad, level, 

in expanse extending from Sacramen- 
to down to a point below Bakersfield, rich 
in its irrigated sections adjoining the 
streams, and possible of irrigation further 
back through the use of wells and pumps, 
with its wide pasture lands reaching over 
to the mountains on either side, furnishing 
an ideal setting for the extensive beef cat- 
tle industry already well established, is des- 
= to become an Aberdeen-Angus para- 
ise. 

The week between the Denver National 
Western Live Stock Shew and the Pacific 
Coast Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ sale held 
at Madera, California, was spent. in that 
vicinity visiting many of the cattle ranches 
and observing the possibilities of expansion 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed to a point of 
dominance in that area. It was one of the 
richest experiences in all our years of road 
work. The cattle people in this rich agri- 
cultural valley capable of 
producing almost anything 
one might wish to plant, ex- 
cept, perhaps corn, are a 
fine set. of people, rich in 
the knowledge of beef cattle 
production from a commer- 
cial angle and decidedly in- 
roa in Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle as the savior of their 
business. 

The term savior is used 
rather advisedly because of 
the fact that these good cat- 
tlemen are up against a 
genuinely real problem in 
their operations. Cancer 
eye is prevalent to say noth- 
ing of the pink eye which so 
infests the herds already so 
well established in this sec- 
tion. What Aberdeen-An- 
gus have already been in- 
troduced into the valley do 
not appear to be susceptible to these two 
very costly diseases. Different ranchers 
told of their annual losses from cancer eye 
running all the way from seven to twelve 
percent. The fatal cases appearing among 
the mature breeding cattle. We observed 
personally in one pasture, carrying one 
hundred head of breeding cows of another 
breed, that no less than seven head of cows 
with calves at side were affected with the 
cancer eye, all of which would have to be 
destroyed at a complete loss to the owner. 

In an adjoining pasture of the same size 
was a group of approximately the same 
number of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle, 
all clear, clean eyed and doing well, carry- 
ing if anything more flesh than was the 
. group in the former pasture. This is a 
serious situation, too bad indeed for the 
breed infected as well as for the operator. 
Their only solution apparently is to trans- 
form their breeding operations to the use 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. While going 
over this situation the thought came to 
mind that it might be good business to 
introduce some good Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
into these herds for crossing purposes in as 
much as the results would be very satisfac- 
tory from the standpoint of calves produc- 
ed and their feeding abilty would be en- 
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hanced materially. There would be a good 
percentage of black calves resulting from 
the use of Aberdeen-Angus bulls which in 
itself is worthy of consideration. Such a 
program surely is worthy of serious con- 
sideration on the part of the cattlemen who 
are now experiencing such heavy losses 
from the cancer eye infections, 

We visited one ranch where the owner 
had been running from two to three thous- 
and head of breeding cows and was com- 
relled because of the losses to dispose of 
his entire herd. This man has leased most 
of his pasture lands and is starting a herd 
of commercial Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
cows. Already he has around six hundred 
head of the blacks, is planning to restock 
his entire holding just as soon as the cattle 
are available. He is retaining his good Ab- 
erdeen-Angus heifers and will add others 
from time to time. On these cows, which 
were carrying good flesh, were a great lot 
of winter calves that carried plenty of type 
and quality to make them 
desirable material for some 
carlot feeder to work on 
for some of the western ex- 
hibition fat car lot compe- 
titions. 

The San Joaquin Valley 
is an ideal cattle country. 
The breeding herds were 
out on pasture in January 
and the soon expected rains 
would quickly bring these 
pastures up to par for the 
spring season. The land 
which has been put under 
irrigation for the purpose of 
producing a hay crop is ex- 
ceedingly productive. In 
fact one rancher stated 
he had cut his alfalfa as 
many as five times in a 
single season, procuring an 
average of three tons per 
acre each cutting. So there 
is an abundance of wonderful feed available 
for any emergency that might make its 
appearance. 

Sponsors of the Pacific Coast Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association have a rich 
and enduring field in which to work, and 
the officers of the association as well as 
the members are busy constantly supplying 
information concerning the breed to those 
men seeking relief from a situation that 
seems to have but one answer for its solu- 
tion—replacement with a breed that is not 
susceptible to cancer eye or pink eye. 

There is a market in that one valley a- 
fone, for a great many thousand head of 
top Aberdeen-Angus commercial cattle. In 
as much as the San Joaquin ranchers are 
experienced cattlemen it behooves those of 
us who supply them with breeding stock to 
he doubly sure that the cattle sent out 
are of the right kind—cattle that will prove 
profitable in the hands of their new own- 
ers. If these folks are well taken care of 
they will take literally thousands of good 
cattle. 

Those who are now establishing pure 
bred herds require extra good individuals 
with strong backing in their pedigrees to 
assure the success of these new herds.

Center of national Aberdeen-Angus inter- 
est March 1 and 2 will be Chicago and the 
third annual National Aberdeen-Angus Sale 
and Show. The two previous sales have 
made breed history. Judging from the qual- 
ity of the 1945 offerings, and the interest 
which is being shown in all sections of the 
country, the coming major breed event will 
be equally successful. 

Final entry figures show that around 70 
bulls and 220 females have been accepted 
for the National. More than 100 breeders 
representing 16 states, plus nine breeders 
from Canada, will be represented. A re- 
view of the offerings shows that 25 or more 
money winners at the recent Denver show, 
including the grand champion bull and the 
grand champion female, are included among 
the carefully selected cattle showing and 
selling. 

To conserve valuable time for both buyers 
and sellers the 1945 National is a two-day 
affair. Judging in the International sale 
pavilion will get under way promptly at 8 
A. M. Thursday, March 1, with the bull 
classes. Following the grand championship 
placings late in the afternoon, the first auc- 
tion session will start promptly at 7 P. M. 
Thursday with the grand champion bull. All 
of the bulls will sell Thursday evening. Sale 
of the females will start Friday morning at 
9 o’clock. 

Dean H. H. Kildee of Iowa State College, 
Ames, and Kenneth McGregor of Ada, Min- 
nesota, will judge the cattle. Breeders will 
compete for $5,000 in premium money. Auc- 
tioneers for the 1945 National are Roy 
Johnston, Jack Halsey and Hamilton James. 


Because of the shortened schedule there 
will be no pre-sale banquet this year. The 
Stevens Hotel will be Aberdeen-Angus sale 
headquarters.

Packers Like Them Black 


One of the best records ever made by Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steers on the Chicago market 
has been concluded with the posting of the 
list of the market topping loads of 1944. On 
a percentage basis Aberdeen-Angus steers 
constitute a minority group on the market, 
although the number of Black loads is show- 
ing a steady gain from year to year. But 
the shortage of numbers is more than made 
up for in quality, as is shown by the fact 
that of the 13 consignments of fat cattle 
selling at the $18.50 top last year eight of 
these loads were Aberdeen-Angus, with one 
other load mixed Aberdeen-Angus and 
whiteface. 

Aberdeen-Angus feeders who topped at 
$18.50 were Schmidt Brothers, Delmar, Iowa; 
Beatty Brothers, Avon, Illinois; Henry To- 
biason, Monticello, Iowa; Ed Zumdahl, For- 
reston, Illinois; Warren Robinson, La Salle, 
Illinois; Joe Shaw, Elliott, Iowa; Henry 
Juers, Colfax, Illinois; and Ed Kinsinger, 
Chenoa, Illinois. Fred Johnson, Ohio, IIli- 
nois, fed the mixed load. 

Recent market-topping loads of Aber- 
deen-Angus steers on the Chicago market, 
since the OPA restrictions on top prices, 
have included Sherwood Bentley, Oakland, 
Iowa, with 33 head of 1010 pound Aberdeen- 
Angus at $17.50, only load at the price the 
day they were in; Bob Collins, State Center, 
Iowa, the top of $17.25 on 27 Aberdeen-An- 
gus averaging 1010 lbs.; and Hanson Broth- 
ers, Collins, Iowa, with a heifer top of 
$16.25 on 21 head of 1,000 pound Blacks.

Angus Loads Dress Out 


It will come as no surprise to those fa- 
miliar with the killing qualities and dress- 
ing percentages that at least nine loads of 
Aberdeen-Angus steers in the recent Chi- 
cago Market Fat Stock Show outdressed the 
grand champion load. Complete figures on 
all of the Aberdeen-Angus loads are not 
available, and in some instances no dressing 
percentage record was kept. 

The grand champion load, Herefords ex- 
hibited by Hoffman and Storz of Iowa, 
dressed 64 per cent. Top dressing Aber- 
deen-Angus load, on which figures are 
available, was 65.7 per cent on a load of 
Blacks shown by Clifford Larson, Kiron, 
Iowa. Schmidt Brothers, Delmar, Iowa, had 
a load dressing 65.6; Tilden Burg, Sciota, 
Illinois, 65.5; and John Mommsen, Miles, 
Iowa, 65.4 per cent. 

Comparative figures are not available on 
the grand champion single steer since it has 
not been killed.

WITCHES of ENDOR AT 
GUISACHAN AND POWRIE. 


INCE preparing the series of articles on 

Aberdeen-Angus families I have receiv- 

ed some letters about the Witches of 
Endor. Notable among my correspondents 
have been Messrs. L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, and E. T. Davis, Iowa City, Iowa. 
Because of the deep interest in this family 
I have prepared a further memorandum 
which follows: 


The Witch of Endor family is founded on 
the Mayflower of Easter Tulloch strain 
which was developed by John Scott, of 
Easter Tulloch. Scott was not. distinguish- 
ed as a breeder, among the great company 
of men who made the breed in those far off 
days. He kept his herd in lean condition 
and it did not, therefore, appear to the best 
advantage. Many of the animals which he 
bred turned out exceptionally well, when 
they passed into the hands of other breed- 
ers who were liberal feeders. Witch of 
Endor (3528), the first cow of that name 
and the great cow among the early animals 
of the strain from which she was descend- 
ed, was bred by Scott. Her sire was Valiant

They 
were Samuel Davidson, manager for Lord 
Tweedmouth, Guisachan Home Farm, Beau- 
ly and Thomas Smith, Powrie, Dundee. The 
bidding was keen and although Smith was 
the final contender, Witch of Endor was 
taken out by Mr. Davidson for Lord Tweed- 
mouth at 155 guineas, approximately $800.- 
00. At the Tillyfour sale Mr. Davidson also 
purchased Jersey Lily (4514) out of Witch 
of Endor, for 49 guineas. When he failed 
to buy Witch of Endor, Mr. Smith was 
determined to get the blood which produced 
her and he purchased Mayflower 2d of 


Easter Tulloch (3521), her dam, for 36° 


guineas. At Powrie this cow produced at 
least two daughters (Witch of Endor 2d 


and Witch of Endor 3d) and there may hay 
been others. From the descendants of i 
flower 2d of Easter Tulloch, Thomas Smith 
produced the Powrie Witches of Endor, His 
foundation cows were only half sisters of 
the original Witch of Endor cow.

Sir George Macpherson Grant has said 
that the Jilt family produced larger cattle 
that were not quite so full of quality as his 
other strains. His records indicate that the 
bulls were almost. invariably superior to the 
females and the extensive use that he made 
of bulls of this family would seem to be 
further proof of the superior excellence of 
Jilt bulls. As time went on Sir George be 
came more and more interested in the Erica 
family and for that reason, among others, 
the Jilt family was not given as much at- 
tention as it received in the 70’s and early 
80’s, but the Jilts were always retained and 
from time to time a great Jilt bull was in 
service at Ballindalloch. The last bull of 
this family that I remember was Jorum of 
Ballindalloch (43920). He was in service 
in 1921 and probably for sometime there 
after. Jorum was a grandson of the Jilt 
cow Junta (23000) the dam of Jesherun and 
he was sired by Evilesco of Ballindalloch. 

There are very prominent herds of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the world today that 
are not indebted to the biood of Ballindal- 
loch. In the old land particularly, many of 
the leading herds were headed by Ballindal- 
loch bulls year after year and the Jilt fam- 
ily was very prominent in the background of 
many of those bulls. For this reason the 
Jilts have wielded an influence that 
altogether out of proportion to the position 
which the family enjoys at the present time. 
Truly the Jilts are a much over-looked tribe

O BREEDING herd produces all thous- thousand or more dollars. Now, all of us 
enjoy high averages, top prices, and espec- 

ially, if we are selling them. There may 
be some breeders who protest against the 
publicity that necessarily or not, accom- 
panies top averages and top prices. Yet, 
high prices should not be too disturbing, for 
they help sell the less valuable kind for a 
little better profit. This is true mostly for 
the breeder, who does not himself sell cattle 
at top prices. Both owner Hardwick and 
manager Keefauver knew that something 
must be done to combat this reaction of 
buyers, that they must have a thousand in 
their jeans to have a look at Hardwick 
Farms’ bred cattle. Accordingly, the 
“Chance for Everyone Sale” on Thursday, 
January 25th of this year. Readers may 
feel that there is too much of a drop from 
$1,367.00 to $306.00 on about the same num- 
ber of cattle. It wasn’t the falling off of 
a market, nor a change in auctioneers, or 
a lack of buyers. It was a result that was 
planned and expected. For example, seven- 
teen bulls in place of six were offered; only 
a few head of the females offered were bred 
by Hardwick Farms. Included were several 
cows past the thirteen and fourteen year 
old mark, one that was well along on her 


and dollar bulls or all thousand or 
more dollar females. Despite the fin- 
ie est female foundation and the use of great 
? bulls, there can usually be found a few bulls 
and a few females that need a selling, by 
which we mean buyers are not too anxious 
to. purchase them, especially at higher 
prices. 
In the 1944 “Chance of a Life Time Sale” 
Hardwick Farms endeavored to prove to all 
visitors and buyers that they were able to 
produce and sell at Hardwick Farms, cattle 
that were considerably above average. They 
did so, for their average with a top of but 
$4,800.00 (The Erianna purchased by Mr. 
Edward Jenkins for his Red Gate Farm in 
Virginia) went close to the $1,400.00 mark, 
highest average of the breed’s auction sales 
in a score of years. The resulting public- 
ity was as expected, demand for tops in- 
creased and Hardwick entries in other sales 
sold at highly satisfactory prices. Howev- 
er, another result, also expected by both 
Mr. C. L. Hardwick, owner and his good 
manager, Mr. Joe Keefauver, was_ that 
many potential buyers became filled with 
the idea that in order to buy any beast at

The older cows “oe 
raised several calves, the younger heifers 
one or two and sold rebred to good bulls 
So, we think it was a good sale throughout. 
a sale that will serve to build up Hardwick 
Farms’ demand for bulls as well as a sale 
that will bring buyers of all classes to 
Cleveland, Tennessee. 

Colonel Roy G. Johnston of Belton Mis- 
souri sold the cattle quickly and well. ‘Bulls 
were first sold, and number one went to 
W. S. Dickey of Murphy, North Carolina, 
The top bull, a Hardwickmere 9th son from 
a Rosemere Pride dam, went to Goodfellow 
Homestead Farms, of Springfield, Ohio 
This bull was the second bull they have 
selected at auction from Hardwick Farms 
for last year, Hardwickmere E. 2d was pur. 
chased at $3,500.00; one of the top selling 
bulls of the day. The heavy buyer for bulls 
was Dr. Hair of Summerville, Georgia, who 
bought seven head, some of which he will 
likely offer for resale and bulls that will 
make him a_ profitable trip to Cleveland, 
Tennessee.

The gentleman has something. No, he 
isn’t from New Jersey. However, grass or 
straw is the natural habitat of cattle, and 
since most people are accustomed to seeing 
them in grass or straw, it is natural that 
straw is used when cattle are photographed. 
Frankly, there are few good live stock pho- 
tographers, entirely too few that photo- 
graph beef cattle, and do a commendable 
job. Too much straw can be used, especial- 
ly, when it is not placed right. But, too 
little straw can also be used, and if the 
camera is at the wrong angle, a short leg- 
ged bull or short legged heifer will appear 
to have legs as long as large dairy cattle. 
This would be very unfair to the animal 
being photographed and very unfair to the 
breed. The knee and a bit of the fore leg 
could be pictured to good advantage, and in 
many cases, pictures have been made of the 
cattle where no straw has been used. Pro- 
vided the photographer knows his camera 
well and knows live stock well, that might 
be the best way to show cattle. However, 
as long as there is inter-breed competition, 
and without competition, any breed would 
soon start “living on past laurels” and go 
backward much more rapidly than it ever 
did or ever could forge ahead; photographs 
of your bull or your heifer should be made 
to give a good impression of them. In sev-

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eral cases, we have noted breeders who had 
their cattle photographed once or twice 
without straw or without being in grass. 
But, as they grow into the business they 
use a moderate amount of straw, well plac- 
ed, and seek the services of as good a live 
stock photographer as they can get. Then, 
their pictures do them some good, do the 
breed some good and attract some custom- 
ers. But, there is room for criticism, there 
can be TOO MUCH STRAW.

It is significant to note that Aber- 
deen-Angus outsold the other beef 
breeds. According to Mr. McTag- 
gart’s comments an _ exceptionally 
good sale was held at which all en- 
tries sold at excellent prices, and averaged 
$2.45 per hundred pounds. The grand cham- 
pion going at $1.10 per pound; the reserve 
champion, a Shorthorn selling at seventy- 
five cents per pound and the champion 
Hereford bringing seventy cents per pound. 
Aberdeen-Angus outsold the other breeds 
by six cents a pound. Not including the 
grand champion, the reserve champion or 
breed champions or the groups; Aberdeen- 
Angus averaged twenty-seven cents per 
pound against an average of twenty and 
eight-tenths cents per pound of the other 
breeds. That is really an exceptionally large 
difference, and on a large number of steers 
would amount to a considerable sum of 
money. For on a steer weighing an even 
thousand pounds,the Aberdeen-Angus would 
bring $62.00 more than one weighing the 
same of another breed. 

In reading the report in the Family Her- 
ald and Weekly Star, it was interesting to 
note that the markets are being glutted 


with poor cattle, canners and cutters, all 
low in flesh. There never has been a strong 
demand for inferior slaughter cattle, and 
today there is a much stronger demand for 
finished beef. Yet, to get it is impossible, 
for at least in the States, feeders can ill af- 
ford to feed cattle with the price of feeds 
compared to ceilings on fat cattle. It has 
been estimated by some, who should be con- 
sidered authorities that from one-quarter to 
one-third more beef could be gained by 
proper feeding. What’s to be done about it?

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Is the Nurse Cow Necessary 


Without Nurse Cows and other ‘Fancy Doings” can 

a Herd be classed among the Five or Ten Best in 

the Country? Mr. Dan Wight, of Monocacy Farms, of 

Frederick, Maryland, believes the Answer is ‘Yes”’ 
By DAN WIGHT 


only to our herd but to the whole reg- 

istered beef cattle industry. We believe 
the answer is—yes. At the Monocacy Farms 
we never have used nurse cows because we 
want a clientele of buyers whose main ob- 
jective is to make a profit from their in- 
vestment in pure bred beef cattle. The 
bulk of the buyers of this kind, who have 
visited us, do not favor the use of nurse 
cows. We feel that such buyers want to 
see the animal they are considering; and 
his or her brothers, sisters and forebears; 
in the condition that comes from the same 
kind of handling and feeding that the ani- 
mal will receive under practical farm and 
ranch use. We want this when we are buy- 
ing and know that fat “covers a multitude 
of sins” and that, on the average, animals 
that are not pushed too hard, are surer 
breeders and better milkers than animals 
that have been highly fitted. 

We do not have the egotism to claim that 
if ten outstanding Aberdeen-Angus cattle- 
men were asked to name the ten top herds, 
they would include the Monocacy herd in 
these ten, but there are certain facts that 
indicate that the herd has become quite 
widely and favorably known. 

These facts are: 

(1)—In eleven and one-half years 36 cus- 
tomers made second purchases of Aberdeen- 
Angus or Percheron breeding stock from us 
and 20 of these have made 3d or 4th pur- 
chases. On 1/1/48 these figures stood at 
24 and 8% 

(2)—Over a recent twelve months period 
four widely known breeders purchased bulls 
or heifers from us. Cold Saturday Farm 
purchased a bull; Messrs. Leinbach and Vial 
of the University of Maryland a heifer; 
Peter MacKenzie, a bull; and Kenneth Lit- 
ton of Highlands Farm, four heifers. Cold 
Saturday has made two other separate pur- 
chases of heifers, and Peter MacKenzie has 
purchased four cows and a bull for two 
other breeders he is advising. 

(3)—In August 1939, President H. D. Mil- 
ler, of the American Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation wrote, “. . . I can frankly say that 
the cows I saw at Monocacy Farms were 
among the finest I saw anywhere. In fact, 
I saw at least two or three cows in this 
herd that came from Glencarnock Farms, 
at Brandon, Manitoba, that were among the 
finest cows of the breed that I have ever 
seen. Johnny Brown, Kershaw and some of 
the others in the party particularly pointed 
out a Glencarnock Elba cow that we thought 
was one of the tops of the breed in America. 
These cattle were in elegant shape and had 
a beautiful lot of calves at foot. The chief 
herd sire at Monocacy Farms is Geneleric, 
a son of General 2d of Page... this is an 
outstanding young bull and the calves I saw 
by him indicated to me that he was proving 
an outstanding sire... if Mr. Wight can 
continue to use bulls good enough to mate 
with his outstanding, wonderful Glencar- 
nock foundation cows he is sure to be one 
of the real breeders in America.” 

(4)—Also in 1939, Garrett Tolan, after 
looking over our herd of Glencarnock cows 
wanted us to ship Elba of Glencarnock 47th, 
“Old Chain 9”, by Edward Glencarnock, out 
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Posts is a question of importance not 


to him to be bred to Eileenmere 85th on a 
calf for calf basis. “Old Chain 9”, is the 
dam of probably our best herd sire, Elvax 
of Page, who is by Imp. Evaxus of Ballin- 
dalloch; also the dam of three of the best 
breeding cows we own; and through Elvax, 
the grandam of our best herd of cows. 

(5)—At least three of our customers, 
who are well known breeders, have told us 
that the Elvax daughters they have bought 
from us Monocacy, were the best breeding 
cows they owned. One of these Elvax 
daughters is the dam of the 1942 Pennsyl- 
vania Farm Show Grand Champion bull. A 
Monocacy bred cow by a paternal half 
brother to Elvax was the dam to the second 
highest selling bull at the “International 
Sale” in 1940. The grand champion pen of 5 
fat steers, over all breeds, bred, fed and 
shown by the Monocacy Farms, at the 19438 
Baltimore Live Stock Show were all by Blue 
Elvax Monoc by Elvax of Page. The com- 
peting pens were not sired by one bull. 

(6)—Blue Monoe and King Monoc (both 
bred and developed at Monocacy Farms) by 
Revolution 16th sired our two Grand Cham- 
pion Pens of five fat steers, over all breeds, 
at the Baltimore Live Stock Shows of 1939 
and 1940 and King Monoc also sired the 
Grand Champion individual steer of that 
show in 1939. 

(7)—At the Maryland Breeders Show in 
1941, at which no nurse cows were allowed 
in certain classes, Monocacy Farms bred 
and showed one First Prize bull, First 
Prize group of two bulls, and First Prize 
group of three bulls. All were by Geneleric 
of Creswell, who is by General 2d of Page 
and out of Eastern Erica of Page, by Revo- 
lution of Page 11th. Geneleric also sired the 
first and second prize heavyweight Aber- 
deen-Angus steers at the 1942 Pennsylvania 
Farm Show. The first prize steer had many 
backers who felt he should have been cham- 
pion over all breeds. 

These winnings in events in which nurse 
cows are not used, are listed to clearly indi- 
cate that the production of a herd, can make 
an outstanding record in these classes, even 
though the production of the herd does not 
stand at the top in classes where they must 
compete with nurse cows. 

I have no bone to pick with those who 
use nurse cows, and frankly, greatly admire 
them, for they do as much or more than 
any of the rest of us in keeping our good 
blacks “at the top of the heap.” I do feel, 
however, that the man, whom we might call 
the conservative breeder, deserves all the 
publicity that can be given the production 
of his herd. I think the fundamental test 
of a breeding program, is the good that is 
done those who buy cattle produced by this 
program, and I have confidence that Mon- 
ocacy Farms have done as much good for its 
customers as any establishment of its size 
and age in the United States. 


WORK IN IDAHO

our herds is the most certain pel 
know of. It is based on the use of these 
seven bulls and nine others and a carefy| 
study and analysis of the calves produced 
over an eleven year period. The bulls whose 
calves are outstanding are retained, those 
whose calves have not been so good have 
been sent to the butcher. In one case such 
a bull was sold to another breeder and did 
well for him. 

At the Oldfields Dispersion we were 
greatly impressed with the calves sired by 
Ravenswood Pride Eric and purchased a 
grand eleven year old cow, Miss Burgess of 
Glynmawr 22d, with a bull calf at foot by 
Pride Eric. We are trying out this bull, 
Pride Eric Monocacy, and he will be retain- 
ed or discarded under the same competitive 
yardstick as the sixteen other bulls men- 
tioned above. A seven months old full sis- 
ter to Pride Eric Monocacy, an outstanding 
individual, has been sold to Mr. Eck near 
Baltimore with part of the purchase price 
being that we get her first two bull calves 
at six months of age. As Mr. Eck is using 
Evergreen Elvax Monocacy, we hope to se- 
cure one and maybe two outstanding breed- 
ing’ sires. 

The experiment station in Boise, Idaho, 
is pointing out to ranchers that the only 
real test of bulls they are using is the qual- 
ity, weaning weight, and weight gains 
thereafter, of the calves produced. They 
have judged certain bulls before using them 
and then watched their calves over the next 
two years. The visual judging of the bulls 
and the factual results shown in the calf 
crops do not correspond. Every breed im- 
prover could profitably study the results of 
their work. . 

The Monocacy Farms herd was establish- 
ed in 1933 when we purchased one-third of 
the females when the famous Glencarnock 
herd of Manitoba, Canada, was dispersed 
at private treaty. It was made up almost 
entirely of line bred Blackcap Revolution 
females. This herd remains almost intact 
today, with Elvac of Page being used upon 
them. 

Forty daughters of Elvax out, of these 
cows make up our finest herd.

If you buy 
at private treaty, don’t expect the breeder 
to sell you his tops for the average price 
the cattle bring at auction. If he prices 
them too low, you can be a bit skeptical of 
their real worth. If he asks a price higher 
than the average, and you tell him what 
you propose to do in the way of building a 
“better than average” herd, you can be quite 
certain in most all cases that the breeder 
will treat you fairly. If you buy at auc- 
tion, and many herds have been built from 
purchases at auction, check your cattle prior 
to the sale; mark your catalog, after con- 
sulting with your advisor, and then try to 
buy the ones upon which you are agreed. 
During an auction, many breeders, especial- 
ly new breeders get a little panicky, and 
failing to buy the one or two they had

\ FTER breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle

several years I decided that to make 

any marked improvement in my herd 
I would have to get a really top herd bull 
preferably one by an International grand 
champion. 

I had been an admirer of Black Wood- 
lawn and his great International grand 
champion son, Oakville Quiet Lad. I was 
invited to see and to buy one of the latter's 
best sons, Eileenmere 4th, whose dam was 
a producer of great bulls, she being out of 
an International grand champion female. 

We developed his calves as best we could 
and kept looking for his best son. When 
he came along, we named him Eileenmere 
15th, and did everything we could to de- 
velop him into a better bull than his sire, 
As a two-year old, he made a long circuit 
of state fairs and won his class at every 
show, including the International. The fol- 
lowing year he was grand champion at the 
Ak-Sar-Ben show, American Royal and the 
International Live Stock Exposition. 

We had been watching for his best son 
to take his place in course of time. We de- 
cided that was Eileenmere 32d. (He was 
unfortunate in getting his shoulder broken 
at one year of age, but he seemed to us to 
be so nearly perfect that we kept right on

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HE SOUTHWEST REGIONAL Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association has 
been organized to replace the North- 
east Oklahoma Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association. Its officers are Cecil Cotton, 
President; Jay P. Walker, L. R. Kershaw, 
Sam Fullerton, and Earl Nelson, Vice-Pres- 
idents; with Chet Brann, Secretary. All are 
well qualified and organized for an aggres- 
sive campaign to promote the breeding of 
more and still better Aberdeen-Angus. The 
territory covered is that designated by the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation as the “Southwest Region”. This or- 
ganization wishes to collaborate with other 
associations, including the American, for 
increasing the Aberdeen-Angus population 
and for the replacement of non-descript 
scrubs that mar the pasture landscape 
throughout the Southwest, with the usual 
reciprosity with our far away neighbors in 
the buying and selling of prize breeding 
stock. 
The first Aberdeen-Angus brought to this 
continent arrived in Canada in 1876. In 1878 


Old breeders are reluctant to change to 
a new type. They were reluctant but did 
change from the Long Horns to the Short- 
horns, and some are changing from the 
Shorthorns to the Aberdeen-Angus with no 
horns at all, but there are still many more 
of the two earlier breeds in our pastures 
and feed lots than there are Aberdeen-An- 
gus. Any man so prejudiced that he can 
not see the good qualities of all three breeds 
has renounced reason as his guide. There 
may be some virtue in debating the quality 
of their meat and their disease resisting 
ability and easier calf births, but as to 
weights experience has shown that there is 
little if any difference where types of foun- 
dation stock, feed and care are equal. 

Travel the highways in any direction and 
we see many grade herds headed by Short- 
horn and Hereford bulls, but seldom Aber- 
deen-Angus. The proof is definite, howev- 
er, that a fourth rate pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bull crossed on milk cows increases 
the value of the calf crop ten to fifteen 
dollars a head as yearlings. 


Southwestern Regional 


The Nucleus for a Great Southwestern Regional Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association has just recent- 
ly been formed in Oklahoma; the purpose is to have 
1000 Members this Year and to help eradicate the 


non-descript Bulls in Service in the Great Southwest

six heifers and a bull came to our own coun- 
try, all within the lifetime of cattle men 
now living. This handful faced strong com- 
petition. The Shorthorn and Hereford had 
arrived many years before and had proven 
to be the answer to a stockman’s prayer. 
They were well established as breeding 
herds on the range and in the pastures from 
Canada to the Rio Grande. Some idea of 
the popularity of the Aberdeen-Angus new 
comers, however, is given by Mr. Tomhave, 
Secretary of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association in his annual report 
which states “50,717 Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
were registered and over 50,000 transfers 
of registry were made in 1944”. Timid peo- 
ple fearing over-production or a lagging de- 
mand for pure bred animals may be relieved 
to know that of the 83,000,000 or more cat- 
tle in this country only 3% are registered. 
No saturation point can be visualized for 
the growing interest in the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. 

Future improvement of all breeds will be 
comparable to improvement of the past. If 
blue ribbon winners of fifteen years ago 
were shown in competition with the best of 
today, few, if any, would even place. We 
are just now learning how to select foun- 
dation stock for our herds. We are just 
learning how to feed cattle, but the seat 
of wisdom lies far ahead. Past mistakes 
are being corrected and those we now make 
should be new ones. Some beginners start- 
ed with pony cows and faulty bulls, expect- 
ing to produce champions. Others selected 
the small boned and under-sized type, ex- 
pecting 1,400 pound cows and bulls that 
would weigh a ton. Disappointments came 
and they either changed breeds or went 
back to the grades. Often breeders of fine 
live stock are so self-centered in their own 
animals that they never know how good or 
how common they may be until they meet 
show competition. 
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The younger generation is moving toward 
better live stock. Registered cattle breed- 
ers should encourage and assist them. It 
might be profitable for the young breeder 
to start with third or fourth rate pure bred 
bulls and heifers. He can then develop a 
commercial herd of cattle that will top the 
beef market. By selling two, three or more 
he can buy one “A” grade registered heifer 
already bred to a blue ribbon bull and come 
into higher priced cattle gradually and with 
profitable experience. Breeders of expens- 
ive herd steer many young bulls that sell 
as two-year-olds for $100.00. The Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association as such 
could arrange sales for these fourth rate 
bulls at strategic points in the Southwest, 
and limit the price to $125.00 per animal. 
In a few years our pastures and feed lots 
would not be conspicuous for their absence 
of commercial Aberdeen-Angus herds. Such 
a program will surely increase the demand 
for better cattle. 

If the Southwest expects to continue to 
compete with the bluegrass and corn belt of 
the North, we must have heavy boned and 
bigger framed foundation stock, then by 
better selection, feeding and soil improve- 
ment we can successfully meet all comers. 
Our green winter pastures of ryegrass and 
wheat, that the North does not have, supply 
minerals to the cow nursing a calf. Our 
spring and summer pastures of bluestem, 
ryegrass, bermuda and legumes seriously 
compete with their bluegrass, and when us- 
ed on wornout plow lands reclaim them to 
a marked degree. 

The Southwest is not a corn country but 


the plant wizards of our state colleges have. 


developed improved sorghum grains which, 
supplemented with 10% wheat and cake, 
is comparable to corn. With this feed we 
can produce fat cattle that will top the 
market. The general tendency prevails to

diture which is exceeded only by his cloth. 
ing bill of $50.00 per year. This represents 
a per capita consumption of 143 pounds of 
meat per year. 

From a Crude Beginning—The develop. 
ment of the meat packing industry of the 
United States had its origin in the practice 
of farm slaughtering, and even today, there 
are still thousands of farms in this country 
where crude methods of slaughtering for 
home consumption are still practiced. Fin- 
ally as craftsmen moved into little towns 
and hamlets, the town butcher became an 
integral part of the community. Still later, 
as the great eastern industrial parts of the 
United States developed, farming, live 
stock raising, and feeding gradually shifted 
to the farms and ranches of the West and 
Far West. Following closely was the de- 
velopment of railroads and the luxury of 
rail transportation, and in 1869 meat was 
first transported in a refrigerator car. Si- 


Gold Medal Essay 


By James Doran, State College of Washington 


HE present world conflict has prob- 
ably done more than any other one 
thing to make the average American 
citizen conscious of the value of meat. Yet, 
man’s debt to animals is very old. Long 
before he tilled crops, he had acquired skill 
as a hunter, and the standards of living of 
remote ancestors was undoubtedly rather 
directly proportional to the number and 
kind of animals they could kill. As civiliz- 
ation progressed, animals were domesticat- 
ed for use as beasts of burden and for food. 
This year, the United States will produce 
approximately twenty-five billion pounds of 
meat. Of this amount civilians will get 
about sixty-seven percent, our armed forces 
battling in the far flung corners of the 
world, seventeen percent, and our fighting 
allies about twelve percent through lend 
lease. The remaining four percent will be 


multaneously, there was the birth of the 
modern packing industry. Such develop- 
ments marked a new era in live stock pro- 
duction. 

The meat Inspection Act of June 30, 1906 
was passed to safeguard the public by elim- 
inating diseased or otherwise unedible 
meat from the food supply, by enforcing 
sanitary preparation of meat and meat pro 
ducts, by guarding against the use of harm- 
ful ingredients, and by preventing the use 
of false or misleading names or statemen!s 
on labels. This act applies only to the meat 
shipped interstate or in foreign commerce 
In addition to this federal legislation, the 
different states have varying laws concert 
ing the slaughtering, packaging and handl- 
ing of meats within their respective borders.

= , 6th, three veterinarians tested 
the positive and suspicious cattle of the 
April 28th test, there being seven animals 
blood tested on this date by three different 
veterinarians, and this report shows that 
the three veterinarians agreed only on three 
animals out. of the seven, and these animals 
were Nos. 5241, 5234 and 1233. - Therefore 
these three tests on May 6th, had an agree- 
ment of only 42+ %. 

On May 11th, five blood tests were made 
of the entire fifteen cows, and these five 
veterinarians agreed only on Nos. 5235, 5239 
and 5209, all of these showing _ negative. 
Therefore these five tests all made by sep- 
grate accredited veterinarians only showed 
an agreement among the total of 20%, or 
three out of fifteen animals. ; 

On May 20th, the herd was again tested 
under the supervision of the federal and 
state veterinarians, and again on the 23d 
by the same group, and the agreement. on 
the fifteen head tested on the 20th and 23d 
of May shows an agreement on only seven 
out of the fifteen or an agreement of 40%, 
which under the conditions would not seem 


a very high percentage of agreement. It 
would scarcely seem that results of this 
kind would require much if any comment 
and yet herds throughout the United States 


ch were Nos. 52385, 5239 and 5209. - 
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are being subjected to the blood test and 
the owners are being advised to dispose of 
the reacting cattle resulting from such tests. 
It does not seem logical that any owner 


should be advised to dispose of any cattle 
when subjected to a test that does not show 
any greater agreement or uniformity than 
this test. 

Many cattle owners are probably aware 
of the fact that already quite a few state 
and federal authorities are recommending 
the use of the blood test in cattle for Bang’s 
disease largely as a diagnostic test. The 
author of this article advocated the use of 
the blood test for Bang’s disease as long 
ago as 1935 solely for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether there was Bang’s infection 
in the herd and not as a test to determine 
whether the individual animal was infected 
with the disease, for in many instances the 
animal reacting to the blood test was prob- 
ably immune to this disease from a previous 
infection or possibly from a previous vac- 
cination. It does not seem logical to even 
use this blood test for diagnostic purposes 
when it does not have any higher percent- 
age of agreement than is shown by these 
comparative tests. 

It seems very evident that the blood test 
as we have it today has little or no value in 
the practical control of Bang’s disease and 
that if it is to be used in the future that it 
should only be used after it has been per- 
fected or improved to the point where it will 
show a uniformity of at least 90% or more 
in comparative tests. This test as now used 
quite likely has an efficiency of well below 
50% and it does not appear to be good busi- 
ness neither is it practical to submit a herd 
of cattle to any diagnostic test which does 
not have a much higher efficiency rating 
than this.

Not only were 
the cattle very uniform within each herd, 
but that uniformity was vay — oe 
all of the herds I inspected. idn’t see 
any large, “horsey” bulls or females, nor 
did I see any small, “pony” type breeding 
cattle. They were all of the average, breedy 
size and type. Undoubtedly this is. —— 
due to the unity of purpose among the 
Scotch breeders in the production of beef 
producing cattle, also their close proximity 
with each “— = ag  i_ieaaaaaeas upon 
one another for Stoc ulls. 
2—Never before have I seen such a 
graphic demonstration of the wonderful 
fleshing qualities and inherent beef produc- 
ing characteristics of Aberdeen-Angus Cat- 
tle as I saw on those Scotch farms. War 
time Britain does not encourage the feed- 
ing of beef cattle. Grain and feedstuffs are 
strictly rationed and the breeders of pure 
breds have barely enough grain to condition 
their sale bulls. The stock cows and heifers 
have no grain or fine hay. Their ration is 
grass in the summer, turnips and straw, 
with possibly some Kale, for the winter ra- 
ton. Yet, without exception these cows

If these cattle weren’t good doers and easy 
keeping, natural fleshed cattle their owners 
would have had to sell them long ago.

- e Scotch breeders, in most cases, 
have had the herds in their family for two 
or three generations. In this span of time 
ee cattle have been closely culled, 
only family strains that produce uniformly 
= consistently have been retained. I was

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lowa’s District Associations 


UCH CREDIT goes to DeWitt R. Mal- 

lory. DeWitt is president of the Iowa 

Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, and he set a goal for 100% organiza- 
tion of the Iowa districts in 1944, but like 
many of us did not count on the weather, 
and our worst winter for many years slowed 
down the program and it was not until Jan- 
uary 1945 that the finishing touches were 
put on the year’s work by the organization 
of the last district association. 

By studying the accompaning map you 
will note that several district groups are 
carrying on as usual, all that needed to be 
done in the case of these groups was to con- 
solidate them with the state wide program. 
Other county groups joined with the dis- 
trict for their area, eliminating several well- 
known, and long established groups, such as 
Iowa County, Poweshiek, Scott, and others.

a little length of body in their cattle if it is 
accompanied with proper width and depth 
of body and strong, straight tops and even 
underlines. 

9,—Scotch stock bulls in mature form 
show slightly more size than the average 
herd sire in our country. The females are 
of the same size and type of our top produc- 
ing average sized breeding cows. 

10.—The majority of the Scotch breeders 
do not retain stock bulls of their own breed- 
ing for use in their own herds. The prac- 
tice is to buy a stock bull every two or three 
years. Of course, sires of proven potency 
are retained as long as the size of the herd 
will permit. Concentration of breeding is 
maintained in their very strong female fam- 
ilies and tribes. One breeder out of the 
twelve I visited practices a line breeding 
program and he keeps the continuity of his 
program intact by buying stock bulls of 
other herds, but of his own foundation 
breeding. Close inbreeding is very rare in 
present day Scotch pedigrees. 

All in all, my trip among the Scotch herds 
meant a great deal to me. It was wonder- 
ful to see and get my hands on a top “Dod- 
die’ again. The breeders and owners of 
these good cattle were splendid to me. They 
anticipated and took care of my every need 
and wish, and believe you me, they were 
very proud in displaying their cattle to me. 
I guess breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
are pretty much the same the World over. 
They are a grand group of men and women 
who are confident theirs is the greatest 
breed of beef cattle in the World and who 
are willing and determined to give them the 
work and improvement and devotion to keep 
them always the Supreme Beef Breed. 


_ It is my sincere hope that after this war 
is over there can be a stronger relation be- 
tween the breeders in the many countries 
Where Aberdeen-Angus are grown.

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tion, for successful meat cookery begins in 
the meat market. The housewife who knows 
the right cuts to buy for the different types 
of preparation can do a better job of plan- 
ning and cooking meals. Moreover, she can 
buy much more economically if she knows 
how to prepare and serve attractively all 
cuts of beef, veal, pork or lamb. 


Lends Itself to Variety—Meat can be pre- 
pared for the table in many wholesome, 
palatable, and savory ways. It may be 
roasted, braised, broiled, pan-broiled, stew- 
ed or fried. The temperature at which meat 
is cooked has a direct relationship to the 
amount of shrinkage, and the type and 
amount of drippings. In controlled experi- 
ments of meat roasting, the high tempera- 
ture method (450 degrees F.) was found to 
result. in a shrinkage of four pounds on a 
twelve and one-quarter pound roast. A 
roast of the same weight lost only one and 
one-half pounds when cooked at a relatively 
low temperature of 300 degrees F. 


Braising affords a method of cooking the 
less tender cuts of meat long enough to be 
tender and overcoming the consequent loss 
of juices by addition of either lard or a mix- 
ture of oil and vinegar. Herbs, spices and 
vegetables may be cooked with the meat to 
enhance its flavor. The low temperature 
method applies also to braising, as high 
temperature will result in meat that is dry, 
stringy and difficult to slice. 


Broiling meat. with the moderate tem- 
perature method (350 degrees F.) has its 
advantage in that the meat is more palat- 
able, the kitchen is smoked up less, and the 
actual cooking requires far less attention as 
the meat has to be turned only once. Pan 
broiling is essentially the same, except that 
the heat is conducted to the meat through 
the hot metal of the frying pan. In all 
cases of experimental roasting, and in broil- 
ing the thicker cuts, the low or moderate 
temperature method has been found to re- 
sult in meat that is more evenly done, has 
more servings—due to less shrinkage—and 
is more tender because of the slower cook- 
ing. 

Stewing of meat, which also includes 
simmering, is the best way in which to 
prepare the cheaper cuts of meat. Frying 
meat is essentially the same as pan-broiling, 
except that the fats are allowed to accumu- 
late in the pan with the meat, or sometimes 
a pan of deep fat is used. In both cases, 
the meat is usually coated with flour or 
cracker crumbs before cooking, resulting in 
a crisply browned exterior. 


The Art of Serving—Once an attractive 
piece of meat has been placed upon the 
table, the host yet has the task of carving it 
with grace and dignity. 

In all probability the job of carving meat 
dates back to a time when, with the aid of 
a flint knife, man had to divide a piece of 
meat equally among several of his kin. It 
developed into an art during the medieval 
times when young noblemen carved and 
waited on the table, for it was then a duty 
and a privilege belonging exclusively to the 
master of the house. At this time, the meat 
was carved on side tables, but later the 
custom changed, and the meat was put on 
the dining table itself. Since the lady of 
the house sat at. the head of the table, it was 
but natural that she should take over the 
carving. Later the custom again changed, 
and the man of the house took over the 
carving duties—a custom that has remained 
until the present day. 


No other food ranks as high in satiety 
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value and palatability as meat. It stimu- 
lates gastric juices by odor alone, and upon 
eating meat one realizes satisfaction and 
contentment produced by no other food. 
Then, too, the meats that are relatively high 
in fat content have the well-known “stick- 
to-the ribs” quality. The fat tends to slow 
down the action of the digestive juices, con- 
sequently a meal that includes a good piece 
of meat will stay in the stomach longer than 
a meal that does not include this food. The 
armed forces recognize this quality of meat, 
and their field rations contain a high per- 
centage of this valuable food. 


High in Nutrition—That meat is essential 
in good nutrition is a well-known fact. It 
is high in protein, calories, minerals (ex- 
cept calcium) and vitamins. The protein 
content of meat usually approaches 15 to 
20 per cent of the edible portion. The 
muscle cell proteins, constituting about 80 
to 85 per cent of the meat. proteins, contain 
all ten of the indispensible amino acids or 
building stores so necessary if the proteins 
are to be used by the body for tissue build- 
ing. An average four-ounce serving of 
meat contains enough protein for twenty- 
five per cent of the daily requirement. of a 
moderately active man. Although primar- 
ily a protein food rather than an energy 
food, meat does furnish about twelve per 
cent of the daily requirement of calories per 
four-ounce serving. As the carbohydrate 
content of meat is small, the calories in meat 
are furnished chiefly by the protein and fat. 
Since fat contains two and one-fourth times 
as many calories as lean meat, it may be 
said then, that the caloric value of meat is 
in direct proportion to the amount of clear 
fat eaten. On the other hand, lean meat, 
which is low in calories fits in admirably 
with reducing diets. 

As a source of minerals, meat is fairly 
well represented, except in calcium. It has 
been found, however, that by cooking meat 
in the presence of a small amount of acid 
the content of calcium in cuts that have 
bones can be increased until an individual 
serving of meat may furnish up to twenty- 
five per cent of the daily calclum require- 
ment. Phosphorus combines with calcium 
to build strong bones and teeth and has 
other important physiological functions in 
the body. An individual serving of meat 
will supply about 15 per cent of the adult 
daily requirement of this mineral. As a 
source of iron and copper, liver is very high, 
lean meat also being a source of iron in a 
form well utilized by the body. 

The vitamin content. of meat varies con- 
siderably with the type of tissue, namely 
whether it is glandular or muscular. It is 
well-known that liver is the best source of 
vitamin A, a four-ounce serving furnishing 
more than four times the normal daily re- 
quirement for an adult. 


Vitamin Contribution—The vitamin B 
complex (consisting of three sub-divisions 
for which the requirements of human nu- 
trition are known, namely, thiamin, ribo- 
flavin, and niacin) is needed in the body for 
the utilization of carbohydrates, for growth, 
and for functioning of the heart and nerves. 
Pork is one of the main sources of these B 
vitamins, with the heart and liver of all 
animals containing about one-half as much 
as found in pork. A four-ounce serving of 
meat furnishes about. 36 per cent of the 
daily requirement of thiamin or vitamin B,, 
without which we feel tired, irritable and 
depressed. 

Riboflavin, also known as B: or vitamin 
G, is popularly known as the old age vita- 
min because diets rich in this substance 
seem to promote a longer life and greater 
freedom from disease. Meat constitutes a 
fairly good source of this vitamin, furnish- 


ing about 10 per cent of the da;

The increase in population has reached 
the saturation point in some nations, fore 
ing the population to forego meat produe 
tion, and to secure their nutrients directly 
from the cereal crops, and other planty jam 
Thus, instead of having’ the crops’ fed #4 
animals in order to produce a higher quak § 
ity and more palatable food, human survival 
has become of first concern. 

On Grain Alone—Some economists in thig 
country have even advocated that we follow 
the same trend of going on an Asiatic grain 
diet—eating cereals, grasses, and other 
plant products directly instead of consum- 
ing meat. The fallacy of this reasoning lies 
in the fact that such a shift to a herbiv. 
orous diet would be contrary to the stand 
ard of living which our armed forces ar 
fighting to preserve, and besides, it woul 
not be making the most efficient usage of 
our American resources, particularly the 
vast amount of roughage produced on lands 
that either should not be cultivated ot 
which should be used as a part of a crop 
ping system to prevent erosion and to main: 
tain the productivity of the soil. 

Thus, the 6,000,000 farms and ranches of 
the United States will continue to support 
herds of cattle and hogs and flocks of sheep; 
and meat, the chief product of these ani 
mals, will ever find its way to American 
tables in the form of roasts, stews, chops 
and steaks to be eaten with satisfaction 
contentment, a dish that no other food can 
equal in flavor and palatability.
